at the Asylum three different 
times, the last extendiag up to 
March Ist last; was never dis- 
charged by Dr.- Bishop; Dr. Bishop 
never had a regular time to call at 
my ward to visit patients; some- 
times he would visitonce every six 
days, and sometimes longer; once 
he did not call f»r 21 days; this was 
in 1884; I reported the fact at 
times that there were patients in 
my ward who required his serv- 
ices and attention, but frequently 
he would not come; in the Winter 
season my patients did not have as 
much bed-clothing as others in the 


Asylum, and some of them suf- 
fered from cold; I informed the 
Doctor that the patients were suf- 
fering at night from cold, but he 
did nothing ion the matter; I told 
Johnson to turn on the steam, but 
be told me be could vot without 
orders from Dr. Bishop, aad be bad 
received none; the matter was not 
remedied; I know of patients who 
were sent to work without receiv- 
ing proper food; some mornings 
they would bave Lomivy, bread 

molasses and coffee; I coinplaines 

of this matter to the tor; 
I said that those who worked 
tough «to have more to eat; I told 
the overseer, Bracken, not to work 
them too hard; Scott Lake refused 
to let his patients go out and work 
unless they got more to eat; I re- 
member a patient named Charley 
Sanborn; he could work and was 
not bad; once he refused to work; 
Doctor told me to give him a good 
choking and he would go to work; 
Lester Loomis and I downed bim 
and gave hima good chokiug; he 
afterwards went to work; the cus- 
* tom was often resorted to in order 
to make the patients work; I re- 
member a German patient named 
Anptoiue; he was noisy; I could uu- 
derstand but little be ever said; I 
remember when tue battery was 
applied to bim; it was in February 
last; Dr. Bishop bad said he was 
going to make a certain patient 
talk; be applied the battery to bim; 
while doing so Antoine made a 
nasty sign at the Doctor; the Doc- 
tor ordered me to catch him and 
put the battery onto him; he put 
one handie down Antoine’s neck; 
Antoine jabbered again at the Doc- 
tor and repeated the nasty sign and 
made a lick at the Doctor; Doctor 
ordered me to wet the handles of 
the battery; one haudle was put 
gown his neck; the other was put 
down betweeu his legs; I think 
it was Dr. Bishop who turned the 
crank of the battery; Antoine hol- 
lered; it drew him all out of shape; 
I have seen many patients drawn 
out of shape here by the battery; it 
was a common occurrence; never 
hada word of disagreemeht with 
Dr. Bishop; don’t know whether 
Antoine at this time was rup- 
tured or not; after he had hollered 
with pain aud the battery was 
taken off him, Dr. Bishop said 

‘*Now, you old humpback, you will 
Jet me alone;’’ I helped to admina- 
ister the bittery to Mrs, Kelly; the 
Doctor said to me, “she is tearing 
up everything aud I want to make 
her stop;’’she begged the Doctor not 
to put the battery onto ber; he told 
her to quit tearing up everything 
in tue room; one handle of the bat- 
tery was placed in her hand, the 
other down ber back; Dr. Bishop 
turned the crank; I s&tw Dr. Bishop 
administer the battery to Mrs, 
King; she talked saucily to the 
Doctorand he said, “Oid lady, I 
will ere gos some;’’ I forget just 
what she said to him; I caught 
her and applied the battery; she 
hollered ail he could.

Augeles, Cal. In 1885 he was anu 
attendant at the Asylum. 

B. G. Clow, beisg duly sworn, 
said: Have resided in Washoe 
couuty sinse February, 1860; ama 
farmer; have known Dr, Bishop 15 
or 20 years; knew bim 15 or 20 
years ago in Washoe City. 

Attorney Lindsay — Do you re- 
member serving asa Grand Juror 
15 or 20 years avo at Washoe City? 

Attorney Coffin objected to Lhe 
question, as he claimed it had noth- 
ing to do wit: the Asyium investi- 
gation. 

General Clarke said that he in- 
ferred from the question that it was 
meant to enter upen an in- 
quiry concerning a@ matter that 
came before a Grand Jury of 
Washoe county that existed 
when the county Seat Was 
Washoe City, pertaining to 
Bisbop’s administration of a public 
institution at that time. 

The Bvard sustained the objec- 
tion. 


Attorney Lindsay made a vigor-.

ous protest against the ruling. 
offered testimony bearing on 
charge No. 1, that the Doctor is un- 
fitted by nature aud education for 
the position be holds; that the evi- 
dence of the witness, also of Hon, 
H. H. Beck, Captain Frank Cvok, 
W. H. Joy aud D. LB. Boyd, would 
show that some years ago Dr, 
Bisbop was in charge of the County 
Hospital of this couaty; that the 
Grand Jury then empanelled, of 
which these gentiemen composed a 
part of the committee that iovesti- 
gated the condition of said Hospital, 
and found that the a therein 
and under Dr, bishop’s charge 
were ia such -a condition that hu- 
manity was shocked by the discios- 
ures that a recital of these facts 
were enough to make a man 
ashamed that we wear the same 
form of one who could be guilty of 
such inbumanity; that the wilt- 
nesses would testify to facts that 
they saw with their own eyes. 

The Board still rejected the evi- 
dence. 

Bevjamin Shaber was then called, 
Being duly sworn he said: Am em- 
ployed at the present time as enyi- 
veer at the Asylum; I also do car- 
penter work; will bave been here 
three years the first day of next 
mouth; have helped to bury all the 
patients who have died here siuce I 
came; two of them were burieJ 
with sheets only about them; have 
no knowledge of any having been 
buried nude; I have sven the 
battery applied to patients; I 
heard one mau cry and 
holler one day and I went out to see 
what was wrong; the Doctor was 
there; the battery was applied to the 
man’s neck; it was too much for me; 
I saw the battery turoed on another 
man, but nove suffered as the first 
one; [ walked off and did not want to 
see any more of it. 

Cross examnation—I buried the 
corpses in sheets because I had no 
orders to dress them; don’t know 
whether Dr. Bishop Knew that I 
buried the bodies with only a sheet 
around them or not; I supposed the 
battery was applied to the patient for 
medical treatment; Il know the 
patients so treated hollered and tried 
to get away. 

Mr. Lindsay called Dr. Bishop to the 
stand. He was sworn and testified. 
Being asked what sort of battery this 
was, Which was exhibited, and which 
he was using on the patients, he re- 
plied: “Idon’t know. I think itisa 
galvano-electric battery; that I think 
is what wt is calted; I don’t know 
much about the use of electricity. 
Mr. Lindsay stated to the witness that 
he wished to know whose make the 
battery was, aud the Doctor replied 
that there was 4 name inside of it. 
“Well, doctor,” said Mr. Lindsay, 
“can’t you tell me without lookin, at 
the name, what sort of battery you 
have been using?’’ 

Here Attorney Coffin opened the 

,and discovered the name of the 
dealer in the article, but Mr. Lindsay 
insisted that he wanted to know whose 
invention the instrument was, and on 
a further inspection of the printed 
matter it was finally ascertained that 
the battery was a **Davis-Kidder.”’

knew how; | know of Dr, Bishop’s 
boys having done damage to property 
belonging to the Asyium; I heard the 
damage spoken o! frequently by em- 
ploves of the institution; I never 
spoke to Dr. Bishop of the matter be- 
cause I feared | would get discharged; 
I have heard that several atteodants 
were reprimanded by Dr. Bishop for 
interfering; have followed ranching 
and farming nearly all my life; have 
noticed a loss of hay on the ranch by its 
being put up too greea; I spoke of the 
mnatter te the Doctor; he said he would 
see to it; as a rule it Was not seen to 
until the hay was heated; this was 
often the case until last season; bave 
heard others speak of the loss of hay; 
knew of two or three patients from 
the Asylum working oa the Thomas 
ranch; two patients were out at Dr, 
Bishop’s ranch workiog there for a 
while; knew of patients who worked 
on George Alt’s ranch; the patients 
did not complain much of having to 
work. 

Cross examination—W hile I worked 
at the ranches I signed the p»y-roll at 
the Asyium tor my wages; I was dis- 
charged from the Asylum; don’t 
know why was discharged; 
I heard Ben Ship say that 
the Doctor's boys did damage 
amounting to about $50 a month. 

Dr. Dawson was called to the stand 
aod testified concerning a battery (that 
was produced) used by him on pa- 
tients for nervous troubles when he 
was in charge of the Asylum. The 
galvanic and ferratic currents of bat- 
teries were inquired into, and his use 
of the two on patients discussed. 

On cross-eXamination the Doctor ex- 
plained the difference between the bat- 
tery he used while Superintendent of 
the Asylum and the one Dr, Bishop 
used on patients. He was closely 
questioned as to his knowledge of elec- 
tric shocks produced on patients, and 
ofthe theories of electricians having 
written works. Several of the works 
were produced and extracts read. The 
witness continued: I was succeeded 
by Dr. Bishop as Superintendent of 
the Asylum; two years ago I prepared 
the charges preferred against Dr. 
Bishop; I have not employed Mr, 
Lindsay to prusecute the present 
charges against him; I have agreed 
to pay partof Mr. Lindsay’s fees; Dr. 
Bishop is a personal evemy of mine; 
I might bave said that I would pur- 
sue Dr. Bishop until! got him out of 
his present position, but I never said 
would pursue bim to his grave; I have 
said that I would prosecute any wit- 
nesses who lied to me in this matter. 

Redirect exam nation—There is no 
dispute among authorities as to the 
galvanic stock or steady current being 
the proper treatment on patients for 
nervous diseases; the faradic shock or 
interrnpted current.is used to stimu- 
late the muscles; I speak of those 
works I] have read; electricity in its 
curative powers is in its infancy,I be- 
liave, as is electricity for practical pur- 
poses; I do not consider it safe or 
yroper to use such a batteryas Dr, 

ishop used on patients, especially 
where it is used indiscriminately. 

John Little, being duly sworn, said: 
I have resided in this county since 
1865; I know George Alt; bave worked 
for him asa ranch hand for about nine 
years; knewa French Canadian pa- 
tient from the Asylum that worked on 
the ranch named Dave; he did gen- 
eral ranch work; he boarded at the 
ranch; I believe he was a patient at 
the Asylum; he came upto the Asy- 
lum on Sundays to changetis clothes; 
don’t know whether he ever received 
compensation for his work from Alt 
or not, 

Cross-examination—I think Dave is 
still living and working for Alt. 

George W. Gladson, being duly 
sworn, said: 1 acted as assistant at- 
tendant at the Asylum from Septem- 
ber, 1884, to April, 1885; I knew, Dave, 
the patient; in November, 1884, Dave 
was,according to the report,discharged

plenty of it; the boxes weigh from 8 
lo 12 pounds each; tne Doctor, I was 
told, bought houey and apples from 
George Ait, 

Cross - examination — Tha boxes 
weigh from 8 to 12 pounds each; I am 
willing to sell them for $1 each; | 
will sell the honey for ten cents a 
pound, 

Mr. Bracken was recalled to the 
stand: Have belped to bury every- 
one who died atthe Asylum up to last 
January; Lhave had, in acouple ol 
cases, to rollup the coffins in gunny 
sacks to keep the blood from running 
out of the coffins into my clothes; this 
was caused by proper precaution 
not having been taken after a post 
mortem examination was held. 

Mr. Lindsay—Dr. Bishop, did you 
ever enter into a contract with Mother 
Dolores to saw wood? 

Dr. Bishop—No, but I sent two pa- 
tionts to her to saw wood; probably 
40 cords of wood were sawed; I kpow 
of no contract that bad been let to saw 
the wood, 

Mr. Shaber was recalled to the 
stand: Dr, Bishop’s boys have de- 
stroyed sume ofthe Asylum property, 
us any boys would do who were leit 
alone; I could hardly say bow much 
damage they have done to Asylum 
property ;I did say to Mr. Bechtel that 
they did at least $20 worth of damage 
a wonth; don’t know of any harvess 
they cut up; I bave heard it talked of; 
the damage bas been talked about 
among employes of the Asylum; some 
damage was done by them yesterday; 
i know of no restraint having been 
put upon them. 

Cros-exauilvation — The damage 
done ecg | by the boys was using 
good lumber for 4 water-wheel; they 
have, broken severd] windows by 
throwing rocks; I bave worked at the 
Asylum three yeerrs; caunot estimate 
the damage done by the boys sawing 
up lumber in the three years; they 
may bave used upa hundred dollars 
worth of lamber; they used gas-pipes 
to make a sled, squirt guns, etc.; they 
made two sleds large enough to hitch 
ponies to. 

Redirect—I complained of the dam- 
age dove by the boys to Mr. Bechtel. 

Orville Sessions, being duly sworn, 
said: I reside within half a mile of 
this Asyloi; have visited dauces here 
that inmates participated in; one of 
the patients once gave my wife a let- 
ter; tt has handed to Dr. Bishop; one 
of the attendants of the Asylum came 
afier it; Dr. Bishop said *I’ll scorch 
her;’’ Lsuppose he meant the patient 
who wrote the letter. 

The prosecation closed its case, and, 
it being noon, a recess was taken until
